At present there is but one smail-pox 
case in tke city, and that is not con-

A mysterious murder has been 
committed near Savannah. The Sa- 
vannah News says that the Central 
railroad company have transported 
during the past thirty days, from Sa- 
vannah alone, over 270,000 bage of 
commercial fertilizers. In the trans- 
portation of this stuff, 2,700 cars have 
been required, and allowing twenty 
cars to the train, at least one hundred 
and thirty-five trains, or five trains 
per day were necessary for this work. 
These fertilizers are landed from the 
vessls (which bring them from north- 
ern ports) at the Central railroad com- 
pany’s wi.arf, and are hardly cold be- 
fore they are moving rapidly to the 
interior, to either make or break some 


farmer.
